Motormen Broke the Line of Parade 
With Their Cars and Riot Fol- 
lovwed—Union Men in Parade 
Thought They Had Right 
to the Street. 


Gan Francisco, September 2.-—Several 
men were wounded, one probably fatally, 
during a riot which occurred this after- 
noon at the Market street ferry landing. 

The riot was precipitated by an attack 
on a non-union inspéctor of the United 
railways and was participated in by 
more than a thousand people.

Tarouble Occured at Ferry. 

The parade of the labor unions atfili- 
ated with the buildings trades’ council 
had just been dismissed at tbe corner of 
Main and Mission streets and large 
crowd was waiting at the ferry to go 
across the bay Sheil Mound park, 
where exercises have been part 
day's program for 80me years.

Car Broke the Parade. 
The trouble started at the ferry, 
where, it is stated, a Sutter street car 
broke the line of paraders. A mob of

The 
man, seeing that his life was in 
danger, opened fire and wounded one 
of his assailants in the leg. 

A block further up, an inspector was 
attacked by the mob. He was struck 
in the face, and ran from his assail- 
ants. They followed him to the corner 
of Sutter and Montgomery | streets, 
where they overtook him. He quickly 
fired and shot one of the men through 
the groin. Six others were hurt. The 
police and fire departments sent a force 
of police and firemen to the scene. 

Street Car Men Attacked. 

The union men who were in the 
parade thought that they had the right 
of way over the streets of San Fran- 
cisco, and when the United Railway 
attempted to break through the pro- 
cession, there was trouble. What had 
been an orderly parade turned to a 
riot. The labor union men forgot that 
the procession stood for law and or- 
der, and the offending street car men 
were violently attacked. These men, 
who are known as “scabs” and “strike- 
breakers” by the unionists, were de- 
termined to protect their lives at any 
risk, and opened fire after they had 
been assailed. 


UNION LABOR WOMAN STARTS 
ATTACK ON NONUNION MEN 


Louisville, Ky., September 2.4A Labor 
day riot which, but for the timely ar- 
rival of the police, would have have 
assumed formidable proportions, resulted 
in the Injury of four nonunion street car 
employees late this afternoon. The trou- 
ble, which occurred at First and Main 
streets, was started bya woman. The 
Labor day parade had just broken up 
and the participants were swarming on 
the cars for the park when the woman 
refused to ride on a car operated by 
nonunion men, and jeered at the union- 
ists for doing so, urging them to pull 
the scabs off. Her words inflamed the 
crowd immediately as the street car men 
have already voted to go on strike and 
will probabiy walk out Thursday nigh? 
Four cars operated by nonunion crews 
were smashed, and Motorman White- 
house and Conductor Frielly were badly 
injured by men wielding boulders while 
two other nonunion car men were less 
seriously beaten. 

The prompt arrival of the police pre- 
vented the trouble from spreading among 
the thousands of union men massed in

When the 
crowd pressed too close the burglar 
turned and fired a fusilade of shots, 
but no one was hurt. The burglar then 
ran into the swamps, trying to find a 
place where he could swim the river, 
but the mud and slime dragged him 
down and he became exhausted in his 
efforts to escape. Realizing that he 
would be captured he used the last 
cartridge in his revolver to shoot him- 
self. He was dead when his pursuers 
reached him.

Venezuela Wants Peace Con- 
gress to Bar Collection 
by Force. 


The Hague, September 2..-Venezuela, 
whose delegates up to the present time 
heve not received inetructions from 
Caracas to withdraw from the peace 
conferences because of the wording of the 
American proposition in the matter of 
the collection of debts by force, has pre- 
sented an amendment to the American 
proposition, which reads as follows: 

“Tt is amended that in differences D®- 
tween states relative to claims for dam- 
pge or losses not urising from contract 
the case shal] be submitted to the per- 
manent court of arbitratasn when the 
cieim cannot be seitled through dip.o- 
snatic relations or by the courts of the 
state considered responsible. ‘t is 
agreed that the claims in all cases be 
settled by peaceful means without any 
recourst to coercive measures implying 
the use of military or naval forces.” 

The proposition of General Horace 
Porter, of the American delegation, will 
come up tomorrow before the committee, 
upon which Verezuela has a representa- 
tive. In it will be found the words “im- 
Piying the employment of military or 
naval forces.” The words were suppress- 
ed by General Porter because of objec- 
tion raised by several Jatin American 
countries and they have been reinserted 
to please Germany.

Prince Prosper in fairyland hadn't a 
more delightful cycle of years than his 
royal highness, the prince of Wales, {J 
will Bive you a brief, authentic sketch of 
the day's doings at Marlborough House. 
Those of you who hug the ancient idea 
that princes get up in the morning to 
the fanfare of trumpets, deck themselves 
out In royal robes and pass down a gal- 
lery lined with bowing and obsequious 
flunkeys Will be disappointed at this re- 
cital of the humdrum existence of an 
apparently middle class suburban home. 

The prince, the princess and the rest 
of the family are up betimes, which 
means about 8 o'clock in the morning. 
There is the ordinary breakfast of a 
Well-to-do English family, and the head 
of it beguiles the intervals between ba- 
con and eggs with the morning papers. 
After breakfast there are charity letters 
to dictate to a secretary, for even the 
prince of Wales {is not exempt from 
the incessant stream of begging letters 
and appeals from charitable institutions, 
which weigh down the postman’s bag at 
every delivery. 

Having completed this, the heaviest 
task of the day, the prince goes for a 
walk in St. James’ Park or Hyde Park.

Fewer Labor Troubles Than Usual, 
and Generally Wages Are High- 
er Than Ever—Great Parade 
by the Union Men of 
New York. 


New York, September 2.—More 
five million men and women, members 
of labor organizations, spent today cele- 
brating the one day in the year set 
apart in most of the states and territo- 
ries in the union as a tribute to those 
who earn their daily ‘bread. 

From all parts of the country comes 
the information that laboring men and 
women have fared well in the last twelve 
months and that the day was celebrated 
with enthusism. There have been fewer 
labor controversies than usual, only four 
serious strikes having been recorded 
during the year. Such other disputes as 
have arisen between capital and labor 
have been settled by arbitration. 

The general situation throughout the 
country is good from a labor standpoint. 
Wages, according to reports in the hands 
of the federal tbureau of labor, were 
never so high in this country as now, 

Nor were there ever so many men &ft 
work. Hours have’ shortened rather 
than lengthened, and the remuneration, 
according to government experts, has 
generally kept pace with the increasec 


cost of living. 


Drenching rain, which began to fall 
early in the morning and continued with- 
out cessation during the forenoon, Was 
not permitted fp stop New York's cele- 
bration of Labor Day. Two great pa- 
rades took place. Despite the soaking 
rain, fully 25,000 men marched and used 
umbrellas for protection from the rain. 
In the position of honor at the head of 
the big parade marched a delegation ot 
striking ‘telegraphers, bearing banners 
which bore the advice, “Mail your tele- 
grams.” All the other organizations 
represented carried banners bearing the 
emblem of their organization, and the 
Typographical Union had as part of their 
turnout a “boycott wagon,’ upon which 
was inscribed the names of several firms 
which the union is fighting.

milk. 

The labor day leaders had gone in for 
the unusual and their desires were 
realized, and the parade, in its entirety, 
more than fulfilled the expectation of 
the witnessing thousands. 

Early in the morning the hurrying of 
two or three workingmen attired in 
Dlue overalis and white shirts; blue 
Shirts and white trousers; blue overalls 
@nd red flannel shirts; immaculate duck 
Suits; dress suits with pink carnations 
@tuck jauntily in their buttonholes, be- 
Spoke the fact *hat the parade was 
forming. 

Seemingly from nowhere, and yet 
from everywhere there came the crowd 
for review. 

Sidewalks Soon Banked. 

The sidewalks were soon banked; the 
stores along Whitehall and Peachtree 
‘streets were filled and the crowds rose 
to the third and fourth story windows; 
the office buildings were overrun andthe 
Overfiow spread out to the middle of the 
street, taking the street car tracks for 
the ‘‘dead line.’’ 

It was down this narrow strip that the 
parade was forced to pass. 

The street cars on these streets were 
stopped and re-routed to allow this smal! 
gpace to be absolutely unhampered. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock, with a biare 
of bugles and a crash of druins, the 
parade, underthe command of Marshal 
W. C. Puckett, closely following Captain 
Jett at the head of the mounted police, 
who cleared the tracks, began to move 
on its triumphal tour. 

The drums struck up stirring marching 
@irs: the labor host caught the infection 
of the day and, with banners fiying, pen- 
nants fluttering and keeping that steady 
step which has characterized their pro- 
gress forward as organized men, the 
great cavalcade swung down Whiteha'!l 
street. 

A little scnool house, with the teacher 
gitting demurely out of doors on the 
front porch, while within were seen 42 
score of Atlanta's rosiest-faced young 
Americans, was the first float and gave 
the keynote to the parade—education. 

Out of each window there fluttered a 
tiny flag, while from within there pealed 
forth the school bell which called the 
cildren ‘‘to books.’ dt made an instant 
hit, and prepared the waiting crowds for 
the good things to follow. 

After this came the Farmers’ Union 
float. at the head of two hundred “sons 
of toil’ from Clayton county. This float 
represented ‘‘peace and prosperity,” It 
was formed of ten-foot corn stalks from 
whose top was suspended ear after ear of 
corn, the green leaves of the stalks flap- 
ping in the breeze and the tiny tassels 
looking almost golden in the searching 
sunlight. Piled high around this mass of 
green was the wealth of the farm, and 
in its generous mounds was to be found 
every vegetable known to the garden or 
farm. 

The farmers in the parade carried cot- 
ton bolls. cotton stalks, corn stalks and 
Jarge potatoes perched on prongs. 

Many Novel Floats in Line. 

After the farmers and the Atlanta Fire- 
men’s Drum Corps there came the unique 
float of the “Striking. Telegraph Opera- 
tors.” On this float was rigged up a 
telegraph office with the 


tthe wires which lead out, seemingly, to 
distant cities; the receiving operator, 
with his typewriter flying with messages 
glad and sad. From 4 banner there 
flaunted this message: ‘“‘No delayed mes- 
sages at this office,” and from another: 
“Mail your own telegrams and keep the 
*- change.” 

Behind this float there walked 209 
striking operators. They were given 
round after round of applause. 

The International Association of Ma- 
chinists followed with a novel float, on 
which there was mounted a miniature 
engine, which was in full operation and 
mhose piercing whistle shrieks made 
every one jump when-suddenly sounded. 
Behind this mascot there marched a 
hundred or #80 machinists. 

The International Brotherhood of 
Blacksmiths had erected on a monster 
float a large blacksmith ghop in full op- 
eration. There was the bellows, the 
forge and the famous anvil chorus was 
played by the machinist experts as they 
passed in parade. Attired in red flanne: 
shirts, leather aprons and dark trousers, 
this union made a novel display. 

The carpenters and joiners, perhaps 
the largest union in the city contriputed 
to the gaiety of the parade a well-built 
house, and it was complete in all of its 
details and appointments. Six hundred 
carpenters followed this contribution. 

The bricklayers in natty uniforms and 
earrying Japanese sunshades~ elicited 
much favorable comment as they passed 
in review as did the Amalgamated 
Sheet Metal Workers, whose banner was 
hammered out instead of the conven- 
tional sign-painted design. 

The Amalgamated Meat Cutters’ As- 
sociation. was one of the most recent 
recrults to unionism and their floats 
were both novel and neat. The first rep-

that of an up-to-date meat market with 
the meat cutters at work carving. 

From this latter float hundreds of 
ham sandwiches were thrown into tne 
hungry crowds that lined the parade 
route. The meat cutters of the city fol- 
lowed their floats in large numbers. 

The horseshoer’s union, with their 
fiaming red shirts, leather aprons ana 
dark trousers, made a great hit. There 
were two tiny boys in the front of this 
organization and they came in for a lib- 
eral slice of applause for their cuteness. 

The Barber’s Union was extremely 
patriotic with tri-colored umbrellas and 
gave the parade a rich appearance. 
They were followed by a large concourse 
of tailors. 

Dairymen Were in Line. 

Tht Atlanta Dairymen'’s Union another 
recent organization, is the recruited 
ranks of unionism had a decidedly novel 
float in a dairy on wheels. A kind-faced 
cow, whose longing eyes looked . 0obe- 
seechingly in the direction of the waving 
corn tops of the Farmer's Union float, 
far ahead, stood patiently in her mov- 
ing dairy and was milked. A churn wae 
conveniently by &nd all was ready for 
turning the milk into butter while you 
wait. 

A negro band marked the advent of 
the negro adjunct to unionism and fully 
400 expert bricklayers and kalsominers 
followed this musical organization and 
negro marshal, 

After the trades unions had passed 
the various merchants of the city con- 
tributed to the gaiety of the parade Dy 
individual floats. One of the most Or- 
nate was that of the Atlanta Milling 
Company, whose offering was a beauti- 
ful girl seated upon a throne made ot 
wheat with pile after pile of Capitol 
flour around her. 

Pink Cherry, Cathcart'’s Transfer, and 
other enterprising merchants had indi- 
vidual floats and the parade was ex- 
tended for a quarter of a mile after 
the unions had passed a given polit. 
The line of march extended from Mitchn- 
ell street out Whitehall across the via- 
duct, out Peachtree to the junction of 
that street and Ivy and then a counter- 
march back to the starting point. 

Some idea as to the length of this pa2- 
rede, which was the longest in the his- 
tory of the city, may be had from the 
fact that the first section of the parade 
had marched to Ivy street and coun- 
termarched to the Whitehal) street via- 
duct, again, before the last float in the 
parade had reached the viaduct for the 
first time, 

The music was good, especially that 
under the leadership of Professor Mat- 
thison and kept the parade ‘moving at 
a brisk step and in. perfect time.

COMPERS LANDS 
ON INJUNCTIONS 


He Alleges That Courts Dis- 
criminate Against Labor 


LABORERS MADE OUTLAWS 


When They Have Done No Wrong 
by the Use of the Writ of In- 
junction — Gompers Utters 
Warning and Advice to 
Certain Employers. 


Norfolk, Va., September 2.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the ‘American 
Federation of Labor, in his Labor day 


address at the Jamestown exposition to- 
day made a strong address against the 
discrimination of the courts against the 
laboring men, which “deprived them of 
their constitutional guarantee of equal- 
ity before the law,’’ as he termed it. 
“Theinjunctions as issued against work- 
men are never used against any other 
citizens of our country,” declared Mr, 
Gompers. “It is an attempt to deprive 
citizens of our country, when these cit- 
izens are workmen, of the right of trial 
by jury. It is an effort to fasten an of- 


of any wrong doing. ' 

“It is an indirect assertion of a prop- 
erty right in men when these men are 
workmen engaged in a lawful ecort to 
protect or advance their lawfu] rights 
and interests. 

“The injunction, as issued in trade 
disputes, tends to make outlaws of men 
when they are not even charged with 
doing things in violation of the law, 
state or national. 

“The writ of injunction !{s a benefit 
writ for the protection of property 
rights, but it never was intended and 
never should be applied to deprive men 
of their personal rights or the right to 
a man’s ownersnp of hmself. 

‘‘Labor asks no immunity from any 
conduct. But we do insist that when a 
workman is charged with a crime he 
shall be tried by the same process of 
law as every other citizen. And it may 
not be amiss to sound a word of warn- 
ing and advice to those of the rampant, 
vindictive and greedy employers who 
seek to rob the working people of their 
rights by the unfair injunction process, 
The full power of labor has never yet 
been exercised in defense of its rights; 
it is not wise to compel its exercise.

First Lady of Canada. 
(From The Ladies’ Realm.) 
Lady Laurier, wife of the premier of 
Canada, isdescribedasa ‘‘stately, white- 
haired woman, endowed with all the 
alertness and natural grace of her 
French lineage.’ As her photographs 
indicate a decidedly stout lady of cum- 
brous aspect, something may be allow- 
ed for the proverbial gush of the Bng- 
lish journalist. But she undoubtedly 
possesses the white hair mentioned and 
has rather mcre than that degree of 
Stateliness inevitable in all large bodies. 
_ Though of French origin Lady Laurier 
®peaks Englirh almost as well as her 
husband does. Educated at the Convent 
of the Good Shepherd, in Montreal, she 
remains a strict Roman Catholic, but 

without bigotry or narrowness. 

She is proud of her French descent, 
@lthough she has always had the tact 
to aim at breaking down any approach 
to a barrier between the two races in 
Canada. 

Wihen the confederate parliament is 
Sitting Lady Laurier lives'at her Ottawa 
residence in Laurier avenue, a large, 
Square house typical of the style of 
architecture which prevailed in upper 
Canada half a century ago. 

During the session Lady Laurler calls 
daily at the house of commons to drive 
Sir Wilfrid home. The Canadian prime 
minister and his wife are fond of city 
life and society, but their happiest times 
are spent at their country home, Atha- 
bascaville. 

This comfortu..* little two-storied, red 
brick house stands on a knoll in the 
midst of park land, much of which is 
left in its primeval ruggedness. Dem- 
ocratic simplicity marks their life when 
they escape from the heat and dust of 
the Ottawa season to the calm of this 
rural retreat, and they receive their 
guests every day on the piazza with a 
dignity and hospitality characteristic of 
Canadians. 

Lady Laurier lives among her plants 
and fiowers and domestic pets, and is 
known in all the country around as a 
kind and delightful neighbor. She has 
no family of her own, but delights in 
gatherings chiliren around her.

FOOD FOR MORALS. 


Speciahiat’s Opinion as to Cause of 
New York's Wave of Crime. 

No perfectiy normal, healthy man ever de- 
sires to commit a crime. If his body be 
sound his mind ise inclined only to peace, to 
harmony, to pleasant relations with his fellow- 
mean. If bis physical state be abnormal his 
mind will be disordered and he is more prone 
to lawless acts. 

Undoubtediy there is a wave of crime in- 
vading New York—a wave of disorder I 
would call it. Doubtless there are numerous 
contributory causes, but the fundamental rea- 
son lies in the pergons themselves. You can- 
not check crime by mere preventive 'measures. 
If a man were hanged to that lamppost on 
the corner tonight for a murder another of 
his kind would be just as apt to commit a 
similar crime on the same spot tomorrow 
night. Murder cannot be stopped by hanging 
any more than temperance enforced by ar- 
resting drunkards. It i{s neecssary to go 
deeper and get at underlying causes. ; 

A man’s actions are governed by his own 
mind—hls brain. We inherit from our par- 
ents certain traits and characteristics, but 
they are infinitesimai in comparison to the 
influence and the dally effect wrought upon 
our brains by our physical condition. Inheri- 
tance can be molded and changed, but the 
influence of the body ts fixed and ever-present. 

Food has a vital effect upon our bodies. 
The scope of its influence upon our brains, 
the extent to which it governs our actiong 
and its respongibility for crimes and mental 
disorders form a eubject of extreme impor- 
tance. This relates not merely to acts o%. 
violence which we are now experiencing, but 
to economic conditions wherein one man 
preys on hia fellow man. 

In the flesh of animals there are three pol- 
sons—carbon dioxid. toxin and uric acid—that 
are constantly being produced in the system 
and given off. When the animal is killed thos 
process of passing off the poisons instantly 
ceases and the axount on hand remains in 
the flesh. There Yivust be considered also the 
effect of the animal's mental and nervous 
condition. It may have been carried on long 
railroad journeys. It may heave been quiver- 
ing with rage, hatred or fear in the slaughter 
house. At all events it was not in a com- 
posed normal state at time of death. 

This condition of the animal’s mind and 
reacts on the flesh, produces a 
chemical cnatge and stamps its mark in the 
tissues. People eat this meat. Unquestionably 


, they absorb with itt ths poisons and the ani-

malism from whence it came, and their minds 
and their actions must be affected by it. 

Beefsteak in the manner it is prepared for 
eating contains from 10 to 15 per cent far, 
which is aimply stored-up heat. Fat burns in 
the human body Hike fire in the grate. Imag- 
ine the condition of a man these midsummer 
days who hes eaten large quantities of meat. 
Hie goes out imto the sun where an outside 
temperature of 90 or 100 degrees beats upon 
preasure of 15 
poumis to the equare inch. Inside him the fat 
he has eaten is burning at a terrific rate. 
Add to this the heat of any alcohol he mav 
have drunk, and the result is a veritable hu- 
man volcano. The mere conditions are 
enough to disorder any brain. 

I do not wonder that waves of crime occur 
more frequentiy in the summer, when such 
habits and customs prevail. Vegetarians as- 
eert that mo follower of their regime ever 
committed a violent crime. Unfortunately 
there are no atatistics on the subject. It 
would be interesting to know what was the 
customary diet of noted criminals. What. for 
example, did Harry Thaw eat and drink be- 
fore killing Stanford White? I think ft would 
be found that most murderers have been 
heavy flesh eaters.

| SAVED BY A STRANGE ACCIDENT 


Ship's Steering Gear Stopped Working Until Vessel 
Had Drifted to Shipwrecked Sailors. 


(From The New York Herald.) 

The events of the following story 
happened in connection with the trip 
of the steamship Hondu, in August, 
1680, and were related to me by E, E. 
Gaerritson. who was then engineer of 
the vessel: 

‘We had clared New York with a 
general cargo for Liverpool and stood 
out for the northward course, which 
would. take us in a slanting line across 
the southeastern point of the Grand 
Banks. 

“Before sailing we had learned that 
there had been some heavy blows and 
uncommonly rough seas upon the banks. 
but at the time of sailing the prediction 
was for fair weather and light winds 
to the Banks, and so we gave the matter 
no more thought. 

“When within 100 miles of the Banks 
the steering gear went wrong w'!thout 
any apparent cause. The machinery 
kept working, and it still. steered, sure 
enough. But it was like a spoiled child 
and wanted to do the thing in its own 
way. 

“The first intimation I had that things 
were at odds was when the man at the 
wheel sang down through the tube that 
the ship was not minding her helm. Go- 
ing to the steam steerage gear room I 
found the apparatus was working, and 
putting in overtime at that, first send- 
ing the tiller churning around to star- 
board and then in a jiffy whirling her 
around hard to port, so I called up to 
the wheelhouse: 

“ "Hey, the wheel gear’s workin’ all 
right, and I should say she was mindin’ 
her helm by che way you’re twistin’ 
her about. If you don’t let up you'll 
have the bows rammin’ a hole in the 
Stern or get her tied into a bowknot 
amidships. Wihat are you dotn’ up there 
—playin’ tag with a whale or dodgin’ a 
flock of icebergs?’ 

“ ‘Come up and see!’ he called down. 

“I went up to the wheet and found it 
doing some queer stunts. In spite of the 
quick work of the man at the wheel he 
was not able to ke@p her on her course. 
He would swing the wheel over to star- 
b6ard so fast that she looked like a rou- 
lette wheel in full play, with hid hand 
for a ball, and she would swing her 
nose to starboard, as quick and true as 
& weather vane in a change of wind. 

“Then when she was clear over and 
the electric bell jndicated that she was 
‘herd down’ she would slip somewhere 
and the gear would go whirring around 
in the opposite direction until the bell 
indicated ‘hart aport.’ 

“The result was thar, except during 
the time. he was turning her over to 
Starboard, she was running to port and 
heading for somewhere around Fortune 
Bay ‘nstead of for the open sta. 


“I couldn't locate the trouble for the 
moment, and so reported to the chief 
officer, who was on watch, and@ he or- 


iderea the auxiliary whe] manned until 
the main wheel gear was righted. 


“But the auxiliary acted just the same 
as the other, and so the captain, who 
had been called, ordered that the hand 
Steering gear be manned, and that the 
steam gear be immediately overhauled. 

“Three men were put on the two big 
wheels in the tillr room, but they 
couldn’t budge the he!m from where the 
steam gear had left her, fMHard aport. The 
wheel crew was doubled, but with no 
better results. Four more were sent 
down, and then, by much tugging and 
hauling, she loosened upand fetched over 
to half port—and stuck. Two more were 
put on, and then they succeeded in 
straining her over another point or two, 
but that was all. 

“By supreme heaves and some hard- 
Swune ‘all-togethers’ they managed now 
and then to get her over until the needle 
pointed the course, and then, with a 
creak and a groan, she would swing back 
again, throwing the men around like a 
bunch of children trying to hold a Dutch 
windmill. 

“The captain went down to the tiller 
room to satisfy himself that the men 
were on the job and doing the best they 
could. He examined the hand gear and 
the tiller rigging, but he failed to detect 
any cause why the wheel, or rudder, 
whichever it was, persisted in going to 
port in spite of the efforts of the men 
or the power of the engines of the 
steam gear. Calling me, he ordered the 
Ship’s speed to be reduved to 10 Knots 
through the night or until the trouble 
with the steering gear should be right- 
@d,.and that my assistants work dou- 
ble shift until it was. 

“During the night the wheel behaved 
just as she had started out to do, and 
by morning we were away to landward 
and gone off our course. The officer 
on watch reported having picked up with 
his glass toward morning what he be- 
lieved was Sable island, as that We 
were away in off the track. : 

“We found the seas choppy and run- 
ning rough from the blows they had 
been having off the Banks, and about 
daybreak we ran into a light fog, so 
the engines were slowed down to four 
or five knots and a double watch set 
foftward in the bows. 

‘we had completely overhauled the 
steam steering gear forward and aft 
without finding so much as a loose bear- 
ing, and every conneetfon was intact 
and perfect. I had just gone to the 
bridge wheel house to test it out and 
had finished coupling up for a try when 
the bell rang and I wenr to the tube 
to hear a man in the tiller room call up: 

‘““*Ahoy, the bridge! She's workin’ free 
on the wheel!’ y 
she works, disconnect your wheel!’ And 
with that I turned to the wheel and was 
glad to find that she responded to the 
touch. 

‘Opening the wheelhouse door, I called 
to the captain, who, because of the fog, 
was on the bridge. He answered and 
wheeled to come to me when there was 
a shout out of the fog ahead that at- 
tracted our attention, and then a cry 
from the watch forward, who sang out: 

‘Ahoy, the bridge! Boat, h—0o!’ 

‘Where away?’ called the captain. 

‘Hard off the port bow, sir!’ 

‘Stand by there with some lines!’ he 
shouted at the same instant ringing 
down to the engine room for full speed 
astern. 

‘She stopped promptly and came above 
with an edsy swing into the short swell, 
and she was minding her helm so lightly 
now that one could have steered her 
with one finger. 

“When we again picked up the boat in 
the fog we found it to be a large dory 
filled with shipwrecked sallors. They had 
been adrift, we soon learned, for eight 
days, and were so weakened from lack 
of food and water that they could not 
hang to a line, and we had to lower some 
of our own boats to take them off the 
dory and get them aboard the ship by 
hauling them up. 

‘They were off the fishing schooner 
Dora Oean that had gone down ina 
gale, and so quickly thar they. had no 
time to provision the boat or to secure 
oars ur canvas for a sail, drifting about 
at the mercy of the sea. 

“There was !4 men in all, and they 
had suffered so much from exposure that 
some were already unconscious and the 
rest unable to keep the water baled out 
of the boats as fast as it shipped, so 
that they would almost certainly have all 
died if we or some other vessel had not 
picked them up, and that within a 
short time. 


“We had picked them 


up in water |

that was out of the regular salling track, 
and I believe that all hands came to 
thinkthat if our steering gear had not 
fouled as it did, sending us over on 4 
port tack, they would have been lost; 
while many of the men firmly believed 
that some supernatural power had to do 
with sending us to them by handling the 


‘steering gear in spite of us, so causing 


| gineer Jack Wood wasn't present to 


us to deviate from our course and sail 
directly for the castaways. 

“And certainly the appearances justi- 
fied the belief, for we had gone unerring- 
ly to their helpless boat while the rud- 
der was out of control, and then imme- 
diately they were picked up the steering 
gear behaved like a well regulated clock, 
giving us no more trouble that trip. 

“Rut what was it that Engineer Jack Wood, 
of the Peanut express, saw early the next 
morning as he was approaching the station, 
three miles east of Farmer Woolcott's?

‘*But he didn't roll off o’ the pilot, and 
I couldn’t see what could be keepin’ a dead 
bear hangin’ there, so I slowed down to git 
off and see. But I most fainted in my cab 
when I seen the iniy rubber critter straddlin’ 
the pilot and lookin’ at me the reproachin’est 

ind. and then wrenchin’® one o’ the flagstaffs 
off o’' the front, steppin’ off as cool as a 
cowcumber, and stridin’ away into the woods, 
flagstaff, red flag. and all.’ 

‘That's what they told me Engineer Jack 
Wood had said. and, moreover, they told me 
that to prove it he had brought in the very 
fence stake on which the bear was leaning 
when he was discovered standing on the 
track. 

“Well, of course, when this news got 
around there could be no doubt as to the

The Tobacco Industry. 
_ (From The New York Commercial.) 

Washington, September 2.—The bureau of 
census has just issued a report on the manu- 
facture of tobacco, prepared under the su- 
pervision of Mr. William M. Steuart. chief 
Statistician for manufactures. The statistics 
presented relate to the production of cigars, 
cigarettes, chewing and smoking tobacco and 
snuff. 

Census statistics of the manufacture of to- 
bacco appeared first at the census: of 1810. 
The classifications were ‘‘American Cigars,’’ 
“Spanish Cigars'’ and ‘‘Tobacco and Snuff.’’ 
No totals were presented for the entire 
country, but the returns for Pennsylvania 
Kave a total of 3,898,999 Spanish cigars, val- 
ued at $26,550; 29,061,000 American sicags, 
valued at $44,253; and 2,186,757 pounds of ot- 
bacco and snuff, having a value of $410,910. 
For Virginia were returned 2,726,713 pounds 
of tobacco and snuff, of a value of $469,000. 
At the census of 1840, out of thirty states 
and territories the manufacture of tobacco 
was reported for twenty-eight, the total value 
of products as shown in the recapitulation 
being $5,819,568, of which Virginia reported 
$2,406, 671. 

According to figures derived from the re- 
ports of the commissioner of internal revenue, 
the number of cigars manufactured in the 
calendar year 1904 was 7,376,669.742 and the 
number of cigarettes 9,433,993,422. As com- 
pared with the year 1900 this shows an in- 
crease of 19.4 per cent in the manufacture of 
Ciigars and of 5.4 per cent in the manufac- 
ture of cigarettes. The census bulletin calls 
attention to the fact that the number of 
cigars and cigarettes consumed increased 27.5 
per cent between 1900 and 10906, and that be- 
tween 1869 and 1905 the consumption of 
cigars increased nearly seven fold, while the 
population in the same period increased only 
a little over twofold. ai 

The number of wage earners employed in 
1905 in this industry was 159,408; this repre- 
sents the average number employed during 
the year and include 85,691 men, 66,301 wom- 
en, and 7,416 children under 16 years of age. 
The proportion of women comprised in the 
total has greatly increased in recent years. 
In 1880 only 28.1 per cent of the total num- 
ber of wage earners in this industry were 
women. This proportion increased to 29.8 
per cent in 1890, 37.2 per cent in 1900 and 
41.6 per cent in 1905.

Use of Dyes in Foods, 

Washington, September 2.—The case of Hel- 
ler & Merz, of «w York, manufacturers of 
Alderney butter color, is raising some prob- 
lems before the bureau of chemistry which 
will have considerable importance in the ad- 
ministration of rule3 selating to the use of 
colurs in foods. In a supplementary hearing 
the firm in question has made further expla- 
nations with reference to the composition of 
their product, which consists of two azo 
dyes of coal tar origin, neither of which is 
recognized by the pure food regulations. It 
will tak®? the bureau of chemistry some time 
to ascertain precisely the composition of 
the dyes and to reach a conclusion as to 
their harmfulness. In the meantime, ‘he 
manufacturers, in common with others, are 
anxious to know whether they can safely go 
ahead with the sale and use of their color 
without being interfered with by the law. 
Officials are taking the view that the food 
law gives no jurisdiction over dyes to the 
department of agriculture, but that the au- 
thority of the department is solely confined 
to foods and drugs. This would imply that 
any product entering into interstate traffic 
which was compounded with dyes would be 
subject to control, but that the transaction 
whereby a manufacturer sold a dye to @ 
producer of foods for use in making his 
product would not be subject to the supervis- 
ion of the board. The manufacturers want 
to sell their goods under guaranty, and in 
order to do so they feel it necessary to have 
the approval of the board pending a final de- 
on the wholesomeness of the dye

Paris, August 31.—Americans in Paris 
are making a rush for ballooning. The 
idea for men to post themselves for the 
international cup event this autumn at 
St. Louis is not extraordinary; but when 
lovely woman takes to going up in 
storms, we get away from fads and into 
husky sport. 

Thus the recent balloon exploits of 
young Mrs. Albert Lambert, of St. Louis, 
have not only peen stirring up the Amer- 
ican colony, but the facing iboard of the 
Paris Aero Club itself—no smal] thing, 
because lady-ballooning in fair weather 
is a recognized Paris Aero Club special- 
ty, socially approved and practiced by 
great names of France. 

It all had its beginning in the cup of 
lady of aecronauts, and I remember how a 
conversation upset me last summer on 
the edge of the tennis at the Puteaux 
Island Club.

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Parisians of wealth and position—are 
always ready to accompany members and 
their friends: 

Thus it happened that the Lamberts 
on their last two trips were piloted by 
no lesser champions than Leblanc and 
Mix—one of the two French teams des- 
tined for the St. Louis race. 

“A few trips with such amateurs make 
a liberal education,’ says the prettiest 
American matron of Paris.

And the 
balloon would shoot upto terrible heights 
if I did not let out a little gas!” 

‘But if you are in a cloud, you cannot 
see if you are rising or falling?’ I sug- 
gested. 

“An instrument registers the slightest 
rise or fall,” said Mrs. Lambert. ‘No 
danger of surprises. Sometimes, falling, 
we arrive in a downpour of rain. The 
big balloon gets wet. I have to offset 
the extra weight of water by immediate- 
jly throwing out sand.”
